Strange Birds and Snakes Will 
Be Added to Madison Zoo as 
Result of Trip By Dr. Dwight 


Madison Physician Makes Jungle Journey in Ten Thou- 


sand Islands; Poisonous Vipers Will Be 


Shipped Here 


Nineteen 
new varieties of 


large tropical birds and some 
twenty kinds of snakes, includ- 
in<r three of the 
deadly poison- 


ous species, will inhabit the VI- 
las Park 
zoo this summer, > as 


the result of a trip made by. Dr. 
Corydon G. Dwight, to the Ten 
Thousand Islands off the west 
coast of Florida- 


Dr. Divight has just returned 


from 
a 
" five-\veeks' journey 


through the wilderness of these 
islands and the Everglades. His 
only companions were two Sem- 
inole 
or 
wandering Indian 


guides, who piloted him through 
the maze of fields, jungles and 
water passes. The trip was 
made in a 35 foot launch, and 
on foot over the islands. 


It was on thes? islands that 


Dr. Dwight discovered rooker- 
ies or nesting places 
of the 


nineteen varieties of birds 
he 


will give 1.0 the zoo when the 
warmer weather permits of 
their shipment. 


These birds include the snake 


bird or nigger goose, as it is 
sometimes called, 
the 
comor- 


ant, the brown pelican, the 
white pelicin, the roseate spoon 
bill, the 
white ibis, the wood 


ibis, the American bitern, the 
great white heron, the Ameri- 
can egret, the snowy heron, the 
little blue heron and others. One 
or more of all these birds will 


be shipped to Madison as soon 
-as the weather is warm enough, 
Dr. Dwight declares. 


The snakes to be sent here 


vary from 
reptiles 
of three 


feet-or so in length,-to the big 
six-foot diamond head rattler. 


Dr. Dwight's exploration' car- 


ried him at times fully 160 
miles away from the nearest 
railroad. ' For 
days the 
little 


party encountered not a single 
human being. Now and again 
they came upon a little Indian 
settlement—hardly to be called 
a village. The 
Seminoles are 


a wandering tribe and build no 
permanent homes. 


"One 
day," said Mr. Dwight, 


"We ran across ' the love nest 
of a young Indian buck and his 
bride of a few days. Their 
home consisted of a little plat- 
form1 raised on' four pieces of 
wood and cpve'-ed with palmet- 
to leaves. Aside 
from '.their 


clothing, a 
blanket apiece and 


one or two things the buck had 
made, their only worldly pos- 
session was a large aluminum 
pot with a cover, the kind of 
thing that costs about ?5 here. 
I suppose he got that on one of 
the trips to civilization which 
they occasionally make. You 'see 
they don't need ,, better homes, 
•for'the 
climate is warm and 


they move about so constantly. 
It is all very primitive."

(By the Associated Press) 


WASHINGTON—Because it be- 


lieves there has been an exclusion 
of questions which makes it not 
primarily an 
economic conference 


but rather °ne of a political char- 
acter in which it "could not help- 
fully 
participate," 
the 
American- 


government has 
declined the invi- 


tation to take part in the interna- 
tional economic conference at Gen- 
oa i.ext month. The declination was 
conveyed in a note yesterday from 
Secty. Hughes to Ambassador Ricci, 
Italy, who had presented the invi- 
tation pursuant to the resolution 
adopted by the allied governments. 


The note, made public last night, 


•mphasized the desire of the Amer- 
ican people to. assist in the eco- 
nomic recovery of Europe but stat- 
ed the U. S. government could not 
be unmindful of their "clear convic- 
tion," that they should not unneces- 
sarily become involved in European 
political questions. The note add- 
ed that "questions appear to have 
been excluded from 
considerations 


without the satisfactory determina- 
tion of which the 
chie'f causes of 


economic disturbance must continue 
to operate.' " 


Without the establishment in Rus- 


sia of the essential basis of produc- 
tivity, the note stated, the U. S. be- 
lieves "all considerations of econom- 
ic revival to be futile." 


The conviction was expressed that 


this could not be secv|-ed "until ade- 
quate action 
is talcen by .those 


chiefly responsible for Russia pres- 
ent economic disorder."

Need in State 


Markets Body Says South- 


" ern States' Prices 


Double Wisconsin's 


The need f or -amarketing, organ- 


ization of state tobacco growers is 
shown by the present low price re- 
ceived for the Wisconsin product, 
the state department 
of . markets 


declared in a bulletin today. 


It is pointed out that' while to- 


bacco in Virginia is selling at 20 to 
25 cents a pound, the best of the 
Wisconsin tobacco brings 12 cents at 
its highest quotation. 


This discrepancy in prices is said 


to be due not so much "to the differ- 
ence in type of the product or to 
production as to the absence of a. 
marketing' organization among the 
growers. 


Before the present pooling sys- 


tem was introduced in the Southern1 
states last year, tobacco.there was 
selling* for less than .in Wisconsin,- 
the department said. Organization 
of a pooling concern a year ago is! 
said to have raised prices to a much 
higher level than those received by 
the unorganized Wisconsin .growers. 


"The 
organization 
.of., tobacco 


pools in Kentucky • and 
Virginia" 


show that the producers of tobacco 
intend to have more to say in the 
future about marketing their pro- 
duct," the department statement de- 
clared. 
: 


"The pooling system enables the 


producer to avoid; the danger of 
violent 'fluctuations by holding his' 
crop so as- to meet the .consuming 
demand throughout the year. 
It 


enables him to grade his tobacco so 
as to.get good prices for the,better 
grades. It also solves the problem 
of financing through the .system of 
bonded warehouses and warehouse 
receipts.

"The sooner Wisconsin - growers 


realize the tremendous advantages 
of tobacco pooling the sooner will 
they be in a position to command 
prices for their tobacco similar to 
those of Kentucky and Virginia."

eer, today. Mr. Smith declared that 
Madison is particularly fortunate in 
that though the lakes do rise .way 
above normal there can be no great 
property damage. 


"The nfost it can result in is in- 


convenience," said Mr. Smith today. 
"It can't wash away residence prop- 
erty or anything like that. It can 
cover some of th: low lake shore 
property with 'water for a short 
time, but that will not damage .the 
land."

The city's only yinterest m the 


lake levels is to keep tho two lakes 
at equal relative heights aliove nor- 
mal, according to Mayor I. M. Kit- 
tlcson. 
Mr. Parker has Installed 


a pause at each end of the Yahara 
locks. These tell whether the lev- 
els of the two bodies of water is 
proportionately the same. 


"Lake Mendote has five tirrws the 


area of Lake Monona," declared 
Supt.

Someone s-aid recently in commenting 


on the popularity of the adventure novels, 
glad books and melodramatic sex prob- 
lems that make up the best sellers of the 


• day—"readers may be divided roughly 


into two classes, those who read to for- 
get and those who read to remember." 
."The Road," by Elias Tobenkin-is for 
those who read to remember and who 
seek the truth. 
In a concise, simple 


style, the story tells the life of Hilda' 
Thorsen, travelling the hard -road to 
strength and endurance. Hilda's early 
i'cte is no unusual one. Orphaned at six- 
teen she leaves Stillwell, Wisconsin, to go 
to work in the Chicago factories. Later 
she chances to meet Raymond, a child- 
hood playmate, then a sophomore at Chi- 
cago University. In the spring and sum- 
mer which follow Hilda's loneliness 
makes her welcome Raymond's compan- 
ionship. • Raymond deserts her when he 
learns of her coming child. 


The road Hilda chooses leads to New 


York where she can be lost in the four 
million as Mrs. Thorsen. One of the most 
masterful sketches in the book is that 
describing Hilda's memory of 'Pearl' back 
in Stillwell',—Pearl, bent and ugly and 
broken, plodding off to wash every day 
•while her fatherless son became the town 
idler and roughneck. No, Hilda would 
not become that. She chooses the hard 
unusual road. 
Her awakening mother 


Jove makes Hilda- reject the plan to get 
rid of her baby, a friend she makes in thck 
hospital helps her find a room and work 
as waitress. How she works her way, 
her devotion to her son, her life in the 
garment factory, her salvation in the 
ideals of the trade union and socialist 
movement,—one must read the story to 
understand it. Only then can we appre- 
ciate how m her growing strength and 
power Hilda kept straight. 


The tragedy of life, and of our waste- 


ful industrialism is indelibly painted. In 
four short powerful pages the shirtwaist 
factory fire in New York City is de- 
scribed and it's aftermath,—Hilda at four 
in the morning looking for her friend, 
Ada Breen, in the morgue, Hilda's fight 
to make working conditions safe. Ten 
years later Hilda and Raymond meet 
again. Hilda continues alone. The story 
is like one of the Greek tragedies in its 
simple statement of the fac-ts of life—it 
contains no analytical moralizing com- 
ments. It makes us think of George 
Eliot's relentless "Consequences are un- 
•f.itying." We might add "Life is unpity- 
ing." "We wish that the story would tell 
more of^Hillstrom—that must be left for 
another novel. 


The story is not as somber as this ac- 


count sounds, throughout it we find the 
milk of human kindness and faith in 
men and women. It gives a cr-uss-section 
of American "Jife, its strength and weak- 
ness, so true in its simplicity and sever- 
ity that we predict it will live as does 
"The Scarlet Letter."
